MEETING AT THE SPA TO BE EXTENDED UNTIL 
SEPTEMBER FIRST. 

Directors of Eastern Turf Virtually Come to Decision 
to Suspend Racing in New York When 
Agne-w-Ferkins Laws Become Effective.

Saratoga. N. Y., August 3. — While formal an- 
nouncement to that effect is still lacking, it is now 
definitely known that racing in New York, so far 
us 1914> is concerned, will come to a close with the 
Saratoga meeting, which will be extended beyond 
its original schedule of twenty-one days, ending with 
August 27. to embrace the few days in August that 
will remain before the new anti racing legislation 
known as the Agnew- Perkins laws goes into effect. 
The Futurity and possibly other stakes of the Coney 
Island Jockey Club will be run during the period 
covered by the extension. 

Andrew Miller, secretary-treasurer of the Saratoga 
Association, in an interview following his return* 
from New York, asserted that none of the New Y’ork 
ran* track owners cares to continue racing after 
September 1. when the new laws become operative. 
He declared also that until the laws are changed 
or “relief of some sort appears” racing will be 
praeti<*ally over in the Empire State. He was among 
those who attended a conference yesterday at the 
office of August Belmont. “I don’t know how it got 
out that we were to hold the Futurity here.” he 
said. “It was not intended that the announcement 
should he made at this time. However, so long as 
it is made public. I might as well say that it is true 
that it was agreed by all those at tin* conference 
today that we should run the race here. It was to 
all Intents and puritoses agreed also that there should 
l>e racing here t1ir«*e. days after the meeting was 
scheduled to end. August 27. anti that there will be 
no more racing in iln* state this year alter the last 
day of this month. We did not take final action on 
that point because we thought it l>est to talk it over 
with the stewards and consult everyone. However, 
it is as good as settled, l should say, that racing 
will be suspended for this year on the last day of 
August.” Mr. Miller said that no date had ln*en 
fixed for the Futurity. It is likely, however, that It 
will Ik* run either on August 29 or 30. 

It Is expected that the stewards of the Jockey 
Club will meet within a few days and take definite 
action along the lines indicated by Mr. Miller. The 
new racing law goes into effect on September 1. 
mid while counsel for the Jockey Club are of the 
opinion that the law will not stand tin* test of the 
courts, they will not advise the clubs composing the 
Jockey Club to risk arrest under the stockholder 
liability law 

The struggle to keep racing alive In New York 
State has cost all the jockey clubs considerable 
money. It is estimated that tin* Coney Island 
Jockey Club is the heaviest loser and that its deficit 
since the Hart Agnew law went into effect in 190S 
is not far from $400,000. August Belmont and 
other leading members of the Jockey Club will 
transfer their horses to Canada and the Kentucky 
tracks after the close of the Saratoga meeting. 

Meanwhile then* is a disposition to make the most 
of the time that remains liefore racing will lw* sus- 
pended and the meeting which will often hen* to- 
morrow is likely to l*e a hummer. Public interest 
in it Is k<*en and with little racing elsewhere in 
opitosition there will be such a gathering of the 
clans from east and west as has not been seen in 
many a year. All the ci|uine stars of the country 
are here ami the sport should be brilliant imlc<*d. 

The Saratoga Reading Rooms, organized for the 
pui*|H>Me of establishing a meeting place where all 
club privileges will l»e offered and to facilitate mat- 
ters for visitors to Saratoga, have o|K*ncd. Mem- 
bership entitles one to become a subscriber to the 
Saratoga Association and the Saratoga Golf 
and Tennis Club without further introduction. The 
club rooms are on the ground floor of the Grand 
Union Hotel, and as tills new idea fills a long-felt 
want, especially in tin* dull morning aud evening 
hours, the Reading Rooms will probably meet with 
gratifying success.

There are few older fixed events in American racing than the Flash Stakes, Its first running taking 
ple.c<* as far back as in 1S69. It has not been run continuously since then because G. Walbanm dropped it 
from the Saratoga program for four years of the time he had control of the track. It results that the 
Flash will Ik* run for the thirty-eighth time today instead of the forty-second, as It would In* if there had 
been no interruption of its annual runniug. Its record is embellished with the names of the greatest two- 
year-olds of American turf history, such marvels of speed as Remorseless. Tom Bowling. Vandalite. Olitipa. 
Faithless. Zoo Zoo. Leonard. Duke of Magenta. Harold. Sensation. George Kinney. Miss Woodford. Volante. 
King Fish. Badge. Princess Bowling. Diablo. Protection. Sallie McClelland, Galilee. Cesarion. Hamburg. 
Goldsmith. Ormonde’s Right. Sysonby, Glorifier. Burgomaster. Peter Pan. Fair Play and Waldo being 
among the stars that have contested its honors from year to year.

New York. August 3. — For the last day of the 
successful meeting at Yonkers the feature was the 
Arrow Stakes, a selling affair at three-quarters of 
a mile. It went to Follie Levy, which filly was ou 
her good behavior and, after .rating behind the 
pace in the early stages, easily disposed of Mexoana 
through the stretch. Tin* race run by Mexoana. 
beat* n only a length in 1:11$. gives promise of her 
being well worth while at Saratoga, where she was 
shipped later. Tulwil and Galley Wave were the 
only other starters in the Arrow, and they cut 
altftolutely no figure in the running after the first 
tliree-eigiitlis. 

The handicap at a mile and twenty yards was 
also contested by a small field, when only Nimbus, 
Superstition and Apache raced. Nimbus was made 
an odds-on favorite, hut he finished last, the race 
being won from end to end by Superstition, the long- 
est-priced starter in the field. The performance of 
Nimbus was so far below his real form that it is 
suggested he is far from lieing himself, while the 
winner showed decided improvement over his pre- 
vious race, in which he was iieaten by Black Mate. 

Star Charter beat a good band of two-year-olds 
in the fifth and at the end of the card Nethermost 
surprised by a cantering victory over some ordinary 
selling platers. This race was not a truly run one, 
for right after the start Stargowan humped his way 
through and in doing so put Gliding Belle and San 
Vito hopelessly out of the running. Big Stick was 
an easy winner in the opening race and John E. 
Madden’s filly Ivahel emerged froth the maiden 
class when she made a show of the big band that 
started in tin* second race. 

The special train that left for Saratoga after the 
races carried a record crowd to the Springs, while 
for more tlum weeks every Albany ami Troy boat 
has been called upon for reservations of all their 
staterooms by the followers of the turf. Every in- 
dication Is that the meeting at Saratoga will be the 
best since the prosperous times of the turf in 1906 
and 1907. 

Little doubt now remains that the Futurity and 
Great Filly Stakes will be decided at Saratoga, 
though the officials of both the Saratoga Association 
and the Coney Island Jockey Club have refused to 
confirm the current reports. 

OWNER BEDWELL IN SANGUINE MOOD. 

Cincinnati, O.. August 3. — II. G. Bedwell feels 
sanguine that he will be reinstated at the approach- 
ing meeting of the Kentucky State Racing Com- 
mission, ami bases his hopes on tin* affidavit recently 
secured from Kiel Williams, the groom who was in 
charge of Nadzu at the time .of the doping that 
brought atanit Bedwell’s present trouble. But It 
may 1 m» some time before the members comprising 
the commission assemble at Lexington. Some afe 
inclined to think that the meeting will be held on 
or alsmt August 15. but this is pure guess work. 

In the event that the horses are restored to good 
standing it is Mr. Bed well’ a intention to ship the 
entire lot to some winter track and remain there 
until the opening. He is fully determined not to en- 
gage in fall racing on Kentucky tracks. The Bed- 
well horses have all lx*en in active training at La- 
tonia since their stnqiension and are in fine fettle.

It was a victory gallantly 
achieved and ns Cellini appears to be a colt likely 
to improve it may Ik* that the highest honors of tin* 
lurl await him. lie had previously finished third 
to B rax ted and San Nicolas at tin* York May meet- 
ing aud third to Radiancy and Joie de yivro in the 
Coventry Stakes at Ascot, so his Samlown Park 
achievement represented a distinct advancement in 
form. lie is will engaged in the big slakes for 
two-yea r-oids of this year and is in the Two Thou- 
sand. Derby and St. Leger of 1911. 

Tin* Liver|KHil July meeting was successful as 
usual and. as was anticipated, Swynford carried off 
its principal feature, the Uvcrpool Summer Cup. 
This is a good colt. Trainer Joyner took a big de- 
tachment of the Whitney horses to Liverpool and 
was well repaid for doing so. winning the Mersey 
Stakes with the crack Hamburg— Lady Frivoles filly 
and a less important race with the Hamburg — Jinks 
gelding. Insides running second in the Molyneux 
Plate with Delirium, second in the Knowsley Dinner 
Stakes with Whisk Broom, second In the Croxteth 
Plate with New Castle, second in the Jolliffc Plate 
with the Adam — Sallie of Navarre filly and third 
in the Southport Stakes with the Hamburg — Blue 
Girl filly. Charles Carroll’s Washoe also won a 
useful race at Liverpool. 

The sale of yearlings out of private studs held 
at llopiH-garton. near Berlin, recently, was rather 
unsatisfactory. Half the lots willing into the ring 
did not find buyers, and the other half were knocked 
down at moderate prices. A German sporting paiier 
demands in consequence that the Prussian govern- 
tuent’s stud at Graditz be liar red from racing 
horses, because its competition drives away nearly 
all private owners, their chances against a stable 
which is kept up out of the rate -pay or s’ pockets 
being hopeless. 

Cloithcru. which came from Ireland with a pretty 
tall reputation (or the National Breeders’ Produce 
Stakes, is n half brother to the Derby winner. Orby. 
It was not. therefore, surprising to fiud him attract- 
ing a great deal of attention in the paddock before 
tiie raw. He is a chestnut of average size, with 
rare propelling power, and like his illustrious rela- 
tive has a great deal of length from hip to hock, 
a point all the more pronounced as his bock is not 
so long as ( Irby’s, though his pasterns are longer. 
There is a backward look about him. which is not 
surmising. seeing that he hail never seen a race 
course before Saturday last. In the contest he was 
making up ground last in the last furlong, which 
promises well for his future career. 

The Liverpool Cups have lieeu won by a Lord 
Derby on twelve occasions in the last fourteen years 
— a truly wonderful record— though, perhaps, there 
has never been an easier victory than that of Swyn- 
ford. Canterbury Pilgrim, the dam of Swynford, 
also won a Liverixxd Cup. 

Among some mares leaving England today for the 
Argentine is Rosaline, dam of the Oaks winner, 
with a foal bv Missel thrush, which are insured 
for $20,000. She is to be mated next year with 
Diamond Jubilee. 

Richard Croker’s Khndora. which was retired to 
the stud in 190!) ami covered by Clonmel, is barren 
this year, and has been put back into training. For 
a short time past Rliodora lias been doing easy work 
with others of Mr. Croker’s string at Glencairn, 
County Dublin. So far no engagements have been 
made for Khodora. hut she will he entered In races 
in Ireland and England towards the end of the 
season. Rliodora; which is six years old, won the 
One Thousand Guineas in 1908. in addition to other 
good prizes when aged two and three years. 

The Duchess of Hamilton is the latest lady owner. 
Her grace lias registered her colors, and has already 
a yearling colt by Pericles, out of Slip Knot, in 
training with S. H. Darling at Newmarket. 

The decision of the Eclipse Stakes, besides greatly 
increasing Mr. Fairie’s already large total of win- 
nings. advanced Lord Rosebery into second place over 
W. Astor. Another marked change brought about 
by the past week’s racing w*as II. P. Whitney’s 
moving ii] > from ninth to fifth plaee in the list of 
winning owners, the highest txisition lie lias occu- 
pied since he began racing here.
